OFFICIALLY SECKET 

Since the document is still offi- 
Cially secret, however, almost as 
many, versions of its precise con- 
tents and standing are available as 
the number of participating Foreign 
Ministers, The French, who wrote it, 
insist that it was officially ratified 
ag the law of the Six, short of ne- 
cessary updating. The Itelians, who 
blocked it, are understood to claim 
that the only document specifically 
binding on all Six is the official con- 
ference communique which did not 
go beyond a call for the implemen- 
tation of the ‘Security Council’s 
‘November resolution, 

Mr. Moro is reported to have 
made clear at the conference that 
despite his complete agreement with 
the contents of the Schumann plan, 
he was opposed to its endorsement 
by all Six. He argued, first, that 
such action might jeopardize the 
delicate talks on a Suez arrange- 
ment.

It wuld, “Police should 
not launch any investigation until 
the deadline set up by this com- 
munigue expires.” An unidentified 
telephone caller told the Turkish 
Newa Agency the letter had been 
left at ita office and that Mr. Elrom 
ihad been kidrapped by the Turkish 
Peoples Liberation Army. 

EARLIER ABDUCTIONS 

The organization has claimed res- 
ponsibility for earlier abductions of 
foreigners, including tive U.S. air- 
men in Ankara. The airmen were 
released unharmed after Turkish 
authorities refused to meet ransom 
demands.

He changed it to irom in line with 
Foreign Ministry regulations that 
Jerusalem's. envoys abroad must 
have Hebrew names. 

It was Hofstaedter who, on May 
29, 1960, won Eichmann’s consent 
to be interrogated. It was also he 
who channelled the torrents of do- 
cumentary evidence that flowed in 
against Eichmann from the Allied 
Documentation Centre in Berlin, 

‘Tall, lean and grey-haired, his re- 
latives described him as “a good 
man, quet, never talks much.” 

Be is 58. He is married, but lost 
his only son who was killed at the 
age of 27 while flying his private 
aircraft in Israel two years ago.

Medical men blast

Confirmation of the direct effect 
of the slow-down strike, which 
started one and a half years ago on 
November 11, 1969, on their patients

Dr. Koren stressed thet “we can 
uo longer delude patients that they 
are receiving the best medical 
treatment when they enter any 
hospital.” It was stressed that even 


“emergency X-rays are pot done 
immediately. For others, there are 
delays up to a few weeks.” He ad- 
ded, “There is πὸ reason for pat- 
jents to lie in the ‘hospital for 
weeks waiting for X-rays.” 

Dr. Harel pointed out that not 
only the “specific patients concern- 
ed suffer," but also those who can- 
not be admitted, since no beds are 
available. Moreover, the staff must 
work overtime.” 

Dr. Solowlejezyk said that about 
25 per cent of his patients needed 
X-rays. “Failing to take them in 
time delays operations, and may 
have fateful repercussions, not im- 
mediately, but sometime later, es- 
pecially in regard to cancer pat- 
{ents.” 

All the speakers stated that “this 
is nO way to run ἃ strike.” The 
Jong-drawn-out delay in settling 
the matter had not helped the 
strikers; it had only harmed the 
sick. 

“This is the longest and most 
cruel strike that the medical ser- 
vices have ever witnesséd in this 
country,” Dr. Solowiejezyk said. 
He blamed, first of al, the Minis- 
try of Health for not settling the 
issue more than a year ago; the 
X-ray technicians for choosing this 
way to wage a fight for higher 
wages; for the Association of X- 
ray doctors for allowing the mat- 
ters to disintegrate; and the hos- 
pital doctors for not taking more 
vigorous steps. Finally, he blamed 
the “complacency of the general 
public. which did not rise up in 
arms, aud demand a speedy end to 
this catastrophe.”

HAIFA. — District Court President 
A. Schal yesterday ruled that he 
had no authority to forbid the pub- 
Uecation of the name of Assistant 
District Attorney Yitzhak Karp, who 
wag arrested last week on charges 
of accepting a bribe in kind Mr. 
Karp, 57, married, with two children, 
allegedly accepted the favours of a 
young woman, in return for a pro- 
mise to “go lightly” with one of 
four suspected robbers, whose prose- 
cution he was handling, and alleged- 
ly also released the car used in the 
alleged robbery. 

‘When he was released on bail by 
the chief magistrate on Thursday, 
she refused to forbid the publication 
of his name. The police had objected 
to the withholding of the name. Mr. 
Karp then lodged an appeal with the 
District Court, and late in the after- 
noon Judge Schal issued a tem- 
porary order forbidding publication, 
pending a hearing. 

‘The hearing was held én camera 
on Sunday. Karp's attorney. Εἰ. Tois- 
ter, argued that the name of his 
client and the D.A.’s office, from 
which he had not been suspended, 
would be hurt by publication, and 
thet the damage could not later be 
repaired. He also asked the court 
to take actlon against the “He'aretz” 
dally, which did publish Karp’s 
name on Friday, despite the order, 
and argued that there was no pub- 
lic interest in the publication of 
Karp’s name. 

Rav-Pakad Haim Frenkel, chief of 
the Haifa CLD. opposed the re- 
quest, He noted that the charges 
against Karp were extremely serious, 


and that there should be no favour. 
itism in this matter, as long as the 
law does not forbid the naming of 
suspects until they are found guilty. 
He said the court had no legal 
authority to order the withholding 
of the name, except in cases of 
security, minors, or the possible in- 
terference with investigations, Final- 
ly, he argued that publication was 
im the public interest, because other-
